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County, Teamsters Agree 
On Two-Year Pact .

Bargaining unit employees at 
the Crawford County Sheriff’s 
Dept. tentatively approved a 
two-year labor agreement 
reached between negotiators of 
Teamster’s Local 129 and coun- 
ty bargainers last Thursday. 

Terms of the agreement will 
cover 24 employees in the 
sheriff's department until 
December 31, 1982. The old 
pact, which expired December 
31, 1980, had been extended by 
bargaining unit members to 
allow negotiations to continue. 

Jimmy Parker, a negotiator 
onthe Teamsters’s team, said a 
final ratification vote would be 
held as soon as the final 
language of the agreement is 
available. 

‘he contract provides for 
continuation of the existing 
wage rate schedule with no 
salary increases this year, 
although Mary Harland, a coun- 
ty negotiator, said the county 
agreed to reopen talks on wages 
and life insurance benefits in 
1982 if economic conditions 
permit, 

“The employees obviously

recognize the county’s 
economic situation,” said Larry 
Mattis, also a county bargainer, 
“they negotiated in a spirit of 
cooperation at all times during 
our talks’’. 

Although no cost figures were 
revealed, the county agreed to 
changes in fringe benefits that 
include: 

© Picking up the current em- 
ployee’s contribution to the 
retirement plan retroactive to 
January 1, 1981. 

eImprovement to the em- 
ployee longevity program to 
match that of county employees 


represented by AFSCME. 
eImprovement in the em- 
ployee uniform cleaning 
allowance. 
eImprovement in the labor 
agreement’s sick leave 
provision. 


In addition to Parker, the 
bargaining committee for the 
Teamster’s included business 
agent Larry Gregory from 
Flint, and deputy Bill Heemer. 

County negotiations were 
handled by Mary Harland, Walt 
Nowak and Larry Mattis. 
Negotiations on the new pact 
began in December of 1980. 


Spring Poses Special 
Threats, Deputies Warn 


Springlike weather conditions can cause some headaches for 
homeowners and motorists alike and require special precautionary

Last week, four of six property damage accidents logged by the

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department involved car/deer collisions, prompting deputies to 
urge motorists to be on the lookout for the wily whitetails, 
especially during early morning, dusk and afterdark driving hours. 

Deputies also warn residents to exercise extreme caution when 
burning leaves and rubbish, etc. Four fires were reported last 
week, two required 4 response from DNR fire units. Ruddy urged 
curiousity-seekers to stay away from fire scenes since in most in- 
stances they inhibit fire fighting efforts. “This includes controlled 
burns by DNR crews,” Ruddy cautioned. 

Breaking and enterings, eight reported last week, continued to 
plague deputies, with the Four Mile Road-Barker Lake Road being 
particularly hard-hit last week. Residents are urged to practice the 
principles of ‘Neighborhood Watch’, and report suspicious behavior 
to the sheriff’s department as soon as it is observed. 

Sunday a breaking and entering was reported at a residence 
across from High Banks Lodge in Lovells, which was reported by 
an observor at the lodge. The incident is under investigation. 

A chimney fire at the Wysocki residence on Wendy Lane was 
reported and firemen say the blaze was confined to the chimney. 

Deputies also urge parents to instruct children about discarded 
freezers and refrigerators. Two children were suffocated recently 
when they climbed inside an abandoned refrigerator in a downstate 
incident. The law requires that doors be removed from appliances 
stored outside. Shop owners selling used refrigerators and freezers 
must secure the doors, deputies warn. .

When F. Weisel Excavating 
Company moved into the M-72 
West — Professional/Industrial 
Plaza April 1, the occupancy 
brought to eight the number of 
tenants currently doing 
business in the sprawling, 
128,000 square foot facility. 

“We came because of its ap- 
peal,” said Louise Wcisel when 
she talks about how Grayling 
was picked to start up their ear- 
th moving and dragiine 
business run by her husband, 
Florian. 

Her comments perhaps echo 

the sentiments of Plaza 
Manager, Jack Hull, who in less 
than two years has negotiated 
to have eight tenants, including 
commercial, industrial and 
service enterprises, consume 
about 70% of the available 
space that once served as the 
home for the thriving Bear Ar- 
chery Company. 
“People are finding that dollar 
for dollar, investing in 
Crawford County is a sound in- 
vestment,’’ said Hull as he 
discussed future plans for the 
complex, “‘the people involved 
in the project here have a true 
commitment to the people of 
Grayling.” 

When Bear closed its doors 
for the last time in October of 
1978, the facility assumed an 
ominous silence that reflected 
the economic mood of local

townsfolk, who relied heavily, 
almost solely in fact, on the Ar- 
chery as a financial base. 

The plant sat idle for a year 
until a Michigan Limited Par- 
tnership, M-72 Associates, an- 
nounced it had purchased the 
building with ambitious plans 
for its future. The organization 
named Jack Hull to manage the 
facility, and opened Miller- 
Christensen of Grayling, Inc., 
introducing a new realty firm to 
the local scene. 

The facility was named ‘M-72 
West Professional & Industrial 
Plaza’. 

Almost concurrent with the 
purchase notice came an an- 
nouncement from RDI, Inc., 
that it would combine three 
local operations into one at the 
Plaza, with plans to occupy 
30,000 sq. ft. of manufacturing 
space. RDI officials say the 
availability of the building in 
1979 played a major role in the 
company’s decision to stay in 
Grayling. 

The company made the move 
into the Plaza quickly, and tur- 
ns out plastic parts for 
automobile manufacturers with 
a current payroll of 25 em- 
ployees, although employment 
has gone as high as 70 em- 
ployees at times. 

Since occupancy by RDI and 
Miller-Christensen, six ad- 
ditional businesses have moved 
in, following a tenancy plan that 
Hull says is ‘‘on target’ com- 
pared to projections made with 
the facility was first opened. To 
date, the following companies 
have followed RDI's lead to 


locate at the Plaza: 
@ Golden Rule Printing 
Company relocated — from 


Ingham St. in July of 1980. A 
commercial printing operation, 
the company occupies over 
1,100 square feet. 

@Michigan Liquor Control 
Commission signed a lease and 
opened in November of 1980. 
The state liquor outlet occupies 
7,600 sq. ft. of completely-refur- 
bished space, greeting 
customers daily with 
Grayling’s “Milltown” look, 

@ Harris-Crestline  Cor- 
poration picked Grayling and 
the Industrial Plaza to open its 
window and door assembly 
operation last November. The 
Wausau, Wisconsin-based  in- 
dustry uses over 30,000 sq. ft. 
and has hired 10 employees so

Proposed state adminstrative rules to 
implement the inspecition and main- 
‘tenance provisions of the auto emission 
coatrol law were delayed by a joint 


legislative committee in hopes for 
changes in the  federally-prodded 
program, 


The Department of State complied with 
the request of the Joint Committee on 
Administrative Rules to withdraw the 
rules but a spokesman said the depar- 
tment would like the rules implemented 
and would resubmit them as soon as 
possible. 

Phillip Frangos of the Department of 
State, the state agency responsible for 
implementing and enforcing the program, 
said the comittee’s action means the state 
could be set back in its ability to im- 
plement the emissions program by the 
January 1, 1982 deadline set by federal 
officials. 

The state is threatened with the loss of 
federal funds for a variety of programs 
and with denial of industrial construction 
permits if the program is not in operation 
by then. 

Auto emission testing and maintenance 
is required in areas failing to meet certain 
air standards. It is expected to affect, for 
now, only Wayne, Oakland and Macomb 
counties. 

Both Governor William Milliken and 
Secretary of State Richard Austin have 
asked President Reagan to lift the 
emission requirments, saying the state 
could come into compliance with clean air 
requirements through other means. 

In asking the department to withdraw 
the rules, the committee members in- 
dicated they wanted to see if any changes 
would come from Washington.

Auto Emission Standards Delayed 
By Legislative Commitee ©

have indicated they would want to make 
changes in the clean air requirements. 

The committee members also said they 
wanted to tie their action on the auto 
emission requirements to action on the air 
and water pollution surveillance fees. 

Frango said the committee action 
showed a ‘‘reluctance to do something 
until some guidance from Washington.”’ 

The State Department rules deal with 
actual testing of motor vehicles in areas 
not found in compliance with clean air 
rules. 

Under the act, which was approved par- 
tially to prevent the federal government 
from denying permits for the construc- 
tion of new industrial plants in the tri- 
county area, the Department of Natural 
Resources will determine which areas do 
not comply with the clean air rules. 

Motorists in those areas will then have 
to have their vehicles tested and if they 
do not comply with the clean air require- 
ments, be adjusted by qualified 
mechanics. 

House Minority Leader William Bryant 
(R-Grosse Pointe Farms) urged the rules 
not be adopted, saying he had no doubts 
the Reagan administration would scuttle 
the rules. 

Frangos, however, said there was 
nothing definite from the administration 
that the rules would be struck. 

The rules will now be reworked and be 
placed back before the committee for fur- 
ther consideration. 

If the Reagan administration, mean- 
while, scraps the regulations, the rules 
and the entire program will be placed on 
hold until they become necessary under 
the current administration or a sub- 


sequent administration revitalizes the 
program.

Prudenville—“‘Go fly a kite” 
says G L Brown, Consumers 
Power Company’s Prudenville 
Area Manager, “but do it 
safely.” 

Brown is urging parents and 
school officials to warn 
youngsters of the dangers of 
flying kites near electric lines 
and poles. 

“Bach year,” he says, ‘‘ae- 
cidents happen when kites 
become tangled in trees and 
wires. Children are injured 
trying to free them.’’ He added 
that accidents also occur when 
a kite flyer uses metallic or wet 
string which can conduct 
current if it crosses an electric 
line. 

Brown listed these basic rules 
which will help kite flyers avoid 
trouble: 

1. Use dry string--not wire 
or anything metallic. 

2, Use wood, paper or 
plastic in your kite-—not wire or 
metal. 

3. Fly your kite on days 
when there is no threat of rain.

News of Good 
Things Growing 
by Margaret G. McCall 


Students, 


Is your Easter dinner menu : 
traditional and tired? Here’s a ] 


different idea, featuring pork, 
one of the good things growing 


in Michigan. A crown roast of | 


pork is magnificent enough for 


this great religious feast day, 


and your family will be im- 
pressed with the presentation. 


In 1980, Michigan farmers : 


marketed 285,440,000 pounds of 


pork, worth about $135 million, J 
Michigan § 


according to the 
Department of Agriculture. Bet 
that would translate into a 
crown roast big enough to cover 
the whole state. 

Ask your friendly neighbor 
hood butcher (yes, there still 
are some) to prepare and tie a 
crown roast for you, figuring 
two ribs per adult, one for each 
child. When preparing for the 
oven, cover the ends of the 
bones with foil to avoid burning. 
Roast at 325 degrees about 35 
minutes per pound. If it’s to be 
stuffed, remove from oven one 
hour before it’s done and fill the 
center with cornbread sausage 
stuffing or an apple and onion 
dressing. Return to the oven 
and complete roasting. 

If you didn’t stuff it, serve it 


_ with a cooked vegetable in the 


center. It could be sliced mush- 
rooms and = green peas, 
seasoned with a pinch of sweet 
basil and a dash of nutmet; or it 
could be simply cooked, 
mashed and seasoned 
rutabaga, which is delicious, 
under-rated vegetable. 

If you don’t use apples in the 
dressing, include a Michigan 
waldorf salad in your menu. 
That’s just diced apples, celery, 
and black sweet cherries, well- 
drained. Sweetened whipped 
cream to which you’ve added a 
little powdered ginger is the 
dressing. Garnish with black 
walnuts, if you’re lucky enough 
to have some. 

Here's my recipe for cor- 
nbread sausage dressing. 

Saute 1 pound of sausage until 
browned, drain thoroughly, set 
aside. Melt 3 tablespoons but- 
ter, saute 1 cup finely chopped 
onions until pale golden. Add to 
the sausage. 

Coarsely crumble about 8 
cups of cold cornbread (which 
you baked the day before, in 
your spare moments), add 1 cup 
finely diced celery, 1 cup 
mushrooms, diced (optional), 
1/2 teaspoon sage, 1/4 cup diced 
parsley, the sausage and onion 
mixture, salt and peper to taste. 
Moisten with a little water or 
white wine. We like our 
dressing dry, so I really skimp 
on the liquid. 

If you want to be extra fancy, 
remove the foil caps and cover 
the crown tips with paper frills 
(you can buy them in kitchen 
and gourmet shops) before you 
carry the roast to the table.

Parents 
Helping Chiidren 


by Peter Jugvarsson 


Over the past few weeks I’ve 
been explaining how to use tele- 
vision to teach thinking skills in 
two different ways. The first 
way taught children how to 
closely observe what they saw 
on television. The second way 
helped children remember 
what they had seen on 
television. 

Over the next two weeks, 
we'll look at teaching children 
how to use likenesses and dif- 
ferences with television. At that 
point you will have powerful 
teaching tool that will help you 
to help your children in the 
same way that they learn 
naturally, 

Just as with the first two 
tearning activities, there is a 
definite way of working with 
likenesses. The first is to decide 
what kinds of likenesses you 
want to look at. For example 
when comparing Superman and 
Batman, you could look at 
clothes, how they help people, 
how they stop crime, the fact 
that they’re both fictional 
characters, etc. 

Ask the child to remember 
everything he can about 
Superman. Write the facts down 
on the left side of a piece of 
paper. After the child has 
remembered everyhing 
possible about Superman, do 
the same with Batman and put 
the information on the right side 
of the paper. 

Now the child can compare 
. the information in both columns 
mm and notice all the likenesses 
between the two. When you 
have practiced this a few times 
you will notice that your child 
remembers more information 
and sees likenesses you may not 
have noticied. Next week we’ll 
do the same thing with differen- 
ces,
